I accompanied Mr. Webster to Annap- 


olis to inform him of the facts of the caw 
lie was about to argue. 
Bat these were 


by no means the main topics of onr con- 
versation. It was not until the day be 
fore the hearing that he seemed to ad 
dress himself seriously to the labor ot 
preparation. He then shut himself up 
in his room for the entire rooming, com 
wg occasionally into mine to ask about 
some question of fact, bringing hal) 
sheets of common blue letter paper, on 
which, he would say, he had been mak 
ing "scratches." They were distinci 
propositions, texts rather than argu 
mentg, caref nlly studied, and, as was ap 
parent from erasmes and interlining, la 
bored with a view to condensation, or tc 
satisfy a fastidious judgment 
Once, 


when I expressed a doubt whether one 
of his propositions was in accordance 
with te»i tain facts, Mr Webster drew ha 
pen thiongh it, saying, "ibo, then, that 
cock won't fight' The notes thus pre- 
pared were the brief of his argument, 
and he spoke from them 
That the 


glimpses thus afforded of the workings 
of a great intellect were extremely inter 
estmg may icadily be imagined 


But if the case did not engross us at 


all tames, conversation did not flag. Our 
pleasantest talks were after dinner, when 
KB came back fiom the bar mess-room, 
Mr. Webster would then put on his slip- 
[>er8, and tilt back his chair, with his 
feet ngiinst the side of the mantle-piece, 
on a level with Ins head, saying, "Shal 
I not take mine ease in mine inn *" and 
550 oft into a stream of anecdotes quo- 
tations incidents of his early We, ana 
matteis and thmgs generally. On these 
jccasions Shikspeare was a favorite 
topic, and his familianty with it was tes- 
tified by the aptness and frequency of 
Ins quotations 


In one of these protracted talks, 


nhich alwavs ran late into the night, 
Mr. Webstu detailed the circumstances 


Ins refusal to accept the clerkship of

Curtis, when the salary would have been 
a little fortune, and amused himself with 
a humorous comparison between his sub- 
sequent careei and what would then 
nave been his lestmy.

Open Secrets in Cookery. 


Both doctors and epicures agree npon 


rare meat—the former for digestion, the 
latter-for taste, and that all meat* and 
game are the better for aught cooking, 
with the exception of veal and pork— 
that they do not recommend at all It 
is quite common, now, for the the physi- 
cian to order a sandwich of beef—that 
is, a slice of uncooked beef, minced fine, 
seasoned, and spread between two thin 
slices of bread as far more 
nour- 


ishing for weak digestion than cooked 
meats 
It is only the idea of rawness, 


it aeeme, that is in the way, and not the 
taste, as when it is ont of sight moat 
people can learn to like tins rarest of 
beef. The same reason that ordains the 
juice must run m the leg of mutton 
when the knife goes in, and the game 
must only "fly past" the kitchen fire, is 
behind this, and herein is why broiled 
meats are so delicate and palatable. 


The outside is so quickly cooked that 


the juices within are not affected by the 
fare. Just what happens to milk when 
it is boiled, the thickening of the skin 
on top, and what is seen also in a hard 
egg, occurs in meats, the albumen—the 
nourishing quality—is hardened 
and 


toughened when meat is too long ex- 
posed to heat. So the careful housewife 
who puts her meat in the oven early, 
well salted, and watches it from time to 
time as all tlie juices draw out of it with 
the salt and the heat, until a hard brown 
round or nb is ready to be put on the 
table, has really extracted from the meat 
almost all its nourishment, and gives the 
family a mass of dried fibres to chew 
This also explains why much (and most; 
frying spoils good meat. The "surprise," 
as a Fiench cook says, is the main tiling 
Yon must have a hot oven for whatever 
is to be roasted, and a bed of very hot 
coals for bioiluig, or fat that is hot 
enough to send up a blue smoke for 
whatever is to be fried. 
Then the out 


side is immediately hardened ovei, and 
the rest ot the process must elepend npon 
the si?e of piece 
The trouble with 


most ft jmg is that the fat is not hot, the 
meat, 01 fish, or mush, or oysters are 
kit to sizzle a long time, until they 
gradually blown, by whith time they 
aiediy and tasteless. But the sudden 
plunge into smoking—not burning—fat, 
which the quick change of color on the 
surface shows, Keeps all the taste and 
freshness 111 the article to be cooked So 
with all i oasts—a verv hot oven at fust, 
and no seasoning until tlie meat browns, 
keeps the juices intact 
But the joints 


must not be suffered to burn, and the 
oven must be cooled off a little as soon 
as the outside is well coated 
Aftei this

can be vaned to suit taste, and as the 
household can take its meat raie
